The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

First, the claims can not contain subjedt matter in parenthesis since it makes it 
unclear if that subject matter is being claimed or not. Also, the claim is not understood. 
Terms such as large are non-descriptive. Where in the specification is this set forth? It 
does not appear as though claim 5 further limits claim 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 are allowed.
